Alumni  Leaders  Call  Longbeach 


Decide  to  Publish 
Names  of  Donors 


Officers  of  the  Alumni  Asso¬ 
ciation  held  their  annual  fall 
meeting  at  the  college,  Oct.  19, 
Homecoming  day.  In  the  absence 
of  the  president,  the  Rev.  Leo 
Pursley,  ’15- ’21,  who  was  unable 
to  attend  because  of  another 
appointment,  Henry  P.  Contant, 
’10-’13,  presided. 

Unanimously  the  officers  vot¬ 
ed  to  engage  a  permanent  na¬ 
tional  secretary  of  the  associa¬ 
tion  and  place  him  on  a  salary. 
They  took  steps  to  find  a  man 
for  the  post  from  among  the 
alumni  and  to  revise  the  con¬ 
stitution  to  include  the  man 
chosen  among  the  officers.  Sug¬ 
gested  revision  will  add  this  of¬ 
ficer  to  the  group  and  change 
Article  VI,  Section  2  of  the  con¬ 
stitution. 

Elected  Secretary  Suggested 

It  seemed  proper  to  the  offi¬ 
cers  to  have,  besides  the  nat¬ 
ional  secretary,  another  secre¬ 
tary  elected  for  one  year  who 
will  take  down  the  minutes  of 
the  officers,  the  board  of  direc¬ 
tors,  and  the  members  at  the 
respective  meetings.  This  matter 
will  be  taken  up  at  the  meeting 
of  the  board  of  directors  in 
February. 

Another  point  on  the  agenda 
at  the  officers’  meeting  was  the 
question  of  publishing  in  CON¬ 
TACT  from  time  to  time  the 
names  of  those  who  present  a 
gift  to  the  alumni  sustaining 
fund,  and  the  total  amount  pre¬ 
sented.  The  practice  was  ap¬ 
proved.

One  Mass  each  month  will  be 
offered  in  future  instead  of  only 
one  a  year. 

The  last  item  of  business  of 
the  officers  was  the  question  of 
a  memorial  to  those  alumni  who 
lost  their  lives  in  World  War  II. 
Aware  of  the  fact  that  in  the 
overall  plan  of  the  college  is  the 
erection  of  a  union  building 
when  this  is  possible,  it  seemed 
appropriate  to  look  upon  this 
structure  as  a  suitable  memorial, 
named  perhaps  Falter  Center 
after  the  Rev.  Clement  Falter, 
C.PP.S.,  first  Catholic  chaplain 
to  lose  his  life  in  the  conflict.

ASF  Makes  Five-Month  Record 


Approximately  280  alumni  have  given  $2226  to  the  Alumni  Sus¬ 
taining  Fund  in  the  five  months  from  .Tune  1  to  October  31.  During 
the  summer  months  there  were  two  gifts  of  $100  each  and  several 
smaller  ones,  mostly  from  men  who  visited  the  campus.  Peak  returns 
developed  from  the  middle  of  September  through  October,  after  the 
annual  request  for  this  gift  was  mailed.  Two  of  these  also  were  $100 
checks.  Although  there  has  been  a  tapering  off  since  the  first  of  this 
month,  every  day  brings  from  one  to  five  or  even  more  letters  with 
checks  enclosed. 

Last  year,  a  total  of  $969  was  realized  through  the  “one-two-three” 
plan  then  in  operation.  In  comparison  to  earlier  years,  this  was  good. 
It  is  with  sincere  appreciation,  therefore,  that  this  announcement  is 
made  of  the  splendid  returns  since  the  Alumni  Association  constitu¬ 
tion  was  revised  to  permit  an  annual  request  for  a  gift  to  the  Sus¬ 
taining  Fund.  The  generous  amount  realized  in  five  months  shows 
the  power  of  the  Alumni  Association  not  only  as  a  finnancial  aid  to 
St.  Joseph’s  but  in  other  ways  as  well. 

A  personal  note  of  appreciation  is  in  place  to  each  one  who  has 
sent  in  a  gift.  Only  lack  of  time  has  prevented  this  note  from  being 
written  and  mailed.  Next  month,  afer  the  national  secretary  arrives
